The Academical Department (Yale College), 
The Sheffield Scientific School, 
The School of the Fine Arts, and 
The Graduate Department. 
Also the departments of 

Theology, Medicine, 
Law, and Music, and the 
Astronomical Observatory. 
The general equipment of the University includes: the University and 
Departmental Libraries, containing over 250,000 volumes, the Peabody Museum 
of Natural History, the Art Collections, Dwight Hall, the headquarters of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, the Gymnasium, and the Yale Home 
and Infirmary.
